The o- 
pen panicle, wlth comparatlvely few and large flowere on long 
pedloela jointed neer the eummlt, and the pubeaoent atyle at 
onoe euggeet a klnahlp wlth a group of fifteen othor apeclee of 
the northern Andea. Ten of theee have been deecrlbed reeently; 
M. florlbunda , grandlflora , maJolle , maorantha , and aangulnea 
appeer ln CognleLUx 1 « Monograph. Among the ae flfteen, M. lnanle 
Oogn. Sc GI. moet nearly approaohee M. Beplnoeana , but dlffere 
In conalderably emaller flowere, much ehorter oalyx-lobee, and 
glandular filament«.
